the Corning Daily Observer, 
who has asked that the super­ 
visors be enjoined from holding 
secret, executive sessions in 
the future on matters not cov­ 
ered by the Brown Act. 
That act prohibits secret ses­ 
sion by public bodies on any 
matter other than personnel 
relations, pending litigation, or 
salary discussion with employe 
representatives. 
In a Tehama County Superior 
Court 
hearing y e s t e r d a y 
Stromsness, 
called 
board 
chairman Bill Flournoy to the 
stand, and asked him for infor­ 
mation pertaining to an exe­ 
cutive session held by the su­ 
pervisors March 11. 
That 
session resulted in the 
appointment of a panel of doc­ 
tors to treat the county’s indi­ 
gent patients. Conspicuous by 
its absence was the name of 
Dr. C.M. Wagner, former coun­ 
ty physician. 
The supervisors called the 
session, purportedly, to discuss 
matters “ pertaining to a former 
employe of the county.” 
District 
attorney 
Robert 
Trimble, acting for the coun­ 
ty, 
claimed 
yesterday that 
“ pending litigation” was in­ 
tertwined in all discussion of 
that day’s session. 
He also said compelling the 
supervisors to reveal contents 
of that session “ would violate 
the constitutional rights” oí 
the supervisors 
and that he 
would ask that they not testify 
in keeping with provisions of the 
fifth amendment. 
Flournoy 
admitted, though, 
that the litigation discussed was 
something that might possibly 
be filed against the supervisors, 
not a matter which had been fil­ 
ed, or of which the supervis­ 
ors had been given notice would 
be filed. 
Questioned 
yesterday, too, 
were reporters from the Daily 


News and from the Corning 
Observer. 
The News reporter was asked 
about the availability of a report 
to the supervisors from the 
County Comprehensive Health 
Planning 
Association, 
which 
was to investigate Tehama Gen­ 
eral Hospital and make recom­ 
mendations on its future. 
Her testimony revealed that 
at the evening meeting March 
10, a report which Burkhardt 
claims was suppressed by the 
supervisors, was in fact made 
available to all at the health 
planning meeting. 
The Observer reporter was 
told the following morning, by 
the supervisors, to ask mem­ 
bers of the planning group for 
copies of the report since it had 
not yet been officially filed with 
the supervisors. They did each 
have 
a copy 
of the report, 
though, presented to them in­ 
formally. 
Next hearing of the matter will 
be April 21 at 1:45 p.m.

Candidates for Red Bluff High 
School and elementary school 
district governing boards in to­ 
day’s election set forth their 
views on sex education and other 
subjects

dience of about 125 persons last 
uight at Lincoln Street School, 
and all were applauded. 
Lincoln Street School Princi­ 
pal Harold Goforth, conducting 
the meeting, announced at the 
start that there would be no 
questions from the floor, and 
there were no verbal clashes 
among the candidates. 
Goforth’s announcement that 
there would be no questions 
did bring forth a minor erup­ 
tion, the only approach to fire­ 
works of the evening, but it 
wasn’t from any of the persons 
who have engaged in debate on 
the question of sex education in 
two 
rather turbulent recent 
meetings. 
It was from Allen Peters, 
high school history teacher. 
He pointed out it was a public 
meeting in a public building, 
and declared; 
“ I think we have a free right 
of questioning the candidates.” 
Goforth ruled against him how­ 
ever, saying it had been agreed 
in advance that there would be 
no questions. 
“ This is the method being used 
in Communist nations,” Peters 
retorted, and stalked out. No 
one else voiced any objections, 
and most of the candidates ex­ 
pressed their willingness to 
answer any questions during 
the coffee hour to follow the se r­ 
ies of talks. The only comment 
was made by candidate James 
Harris when he arose to speak 
a short time later. 
“ Communism isn’t spread by 
conducting a meeting like this,” 
he said. “Communism is spread 
by people who will not stay and 
listen.” 
All 12 candidates running for 
posts on the two school district 
governing boards attended the 
meeting and addressed the gath­ 
ering. 
That included 
three 
write-in candidates who entered 
the high school board race last 
Wednesday — Warren Moell, 
Tom Mutchie and William Rit­ 
ter. The high school board can­ 
didates whose names appear on 
ballot are the Rev. J. A. Barber, 
William Bouett, and Dr. Wil­ 
liam Martin. 
The elementary school dis­ 
trict candidates are Ralph Ca­ 
rey, Dr. Carl Grondona, James 
Harris, Ralph Leach and Don­ 
ald Webster. The candidates 
were Introduced in alphabeti­ 
cal order, elementary school 
first. 
All 12 touched at least brief­ 
ly on the subject of sex educa­ 
tion, referring to it variously 
as sex education or family life 
education, but obviously most 
concerned with the sex educa­ 
tion part of family life educa­ 
tion. 
The three write-in candidates 
for the high school board ex­ 
pressed themselves as opposing 
any increase in sex education in 
Red Bluff schools, at this time 
at least.

By NATHANIEL MARKS 
Four French Gulch Theatre 
actors, reading “ Spoon River 
Anthology** 
with the folksy 
musical support of guitars by 
Jane Cunningham and her bro­ 
ther, Dan, is one of the Red­ 
ding area’s offerings for Sunday 
afternoon relaxation. 
Around 60 characters of Spoon 
River, in Illinois, relate in­ 
cidents in their lives freshly 
as if they happened today. But 
no, the characters speak from 
their cool, cool tombs. They are 
other people, at another place 
in other times —after the Civil 
War. 
There is no plot, of course, 
just the simple tales of towns­ 
folk parading across the distant 
horizon. 
The 
stories 
are 
brought into sharp focus by the 
magic of theatrical readings 
from a stage. It is all informal, 
Hometown-like, set well in the 
former 
schoolroom 
at old 
French Gulch. 
Muriel Dusel, 
who directed 
this two-hour production leads 
her quarter in the fascinating 
recitation of the lives and times 
of the dead back in Illinois. She 
is aided by the vocal variety 
and characterization provided 


by Richard A sbill, Celia Conger 
and Marvin Stewart. 
Such performances help keep 
folklore, 
poetry 
and 
the 
pleasures of blank verse read­ 
ing alive. This was a good per­ 
formance, not outstanding nor

the underworld czars. 


President Nixon has directed 


Internal Revenue to throw the 
full force of its enforcement 
machinery into the crackdown 
on crime. In the past, IRS has 
concentrated on collecting tax- 
es, not jailing racketeers who 
failed to pay them. Now, more 
emphasis has been ordered on 
convicting the Mafia chieftians. 
Ever since Internal Revenue 


put Al Capone behind bars, 
gangsters have been sweating 
over their tax returns. Since 
1961, for example, tax agents 
have been responsible for 60 
per cent of all federal convict- 
ions against organized crime 
figures. 
Yet the underworld still re- 
mains a rich field for tax in- 
vestigations. The tax agency's 
intelligence division estimates 
that the underworld collects 
more than $600,000 an hour in 
untaxed profits from illegal bets 
alone. The conservative esti- 
mate 
Is that more than $20 


billion is wagered with the un- 
derworld 
every year in thij 


country. OJ this, an untaxed $7 
billion goes into the pockets of 
the racket bosses. 


The intelligence division also 


estimates that organized crime 
each year takes In about $350 
million from narcotics, $350 
million 
from 
loan sharking, 


$225 million from prostitution 
and $150 million from bootleg- 
ging. Most of these profits, 
too, are untaxed. 


These illegal proceeds are 


difficult to trace, because they 
are handled in cash. Organi- 
zed crime violations also are 
on the increase, which means 
the 
government is losing the 


fight against the crime syndi- 
cates. But, hereafter, the for- 
midable Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice will be devoting more of 
its energies to catching racke- 
teers than hounding honest tax- 
payers. 


FREE CONGRESSIONAL 
VACATIONS 
Most taxpayers 
rushing to 


complete their returns tomor- 
row can only read about the de- 
lightful 
vacation resorts in 


Puerto Rico. Or they can see 
them on television. However, if 
you're a member of Congress 
you can go there first class and 
enjoy it, all at the expense of 
these same taxpayers. 


Reps. Robert Corbett, R-Pa., 
and Thomas Meskill, R-Conn., 
spent most of the Easter re- 
cess sunning themselves on the 
ocean sands at San Juan and 
sightseeing at other interesting 
spots in Puerto Rico. 
The Post Office and Civil Ser- 
vice Committee — that Is, the 
taxpayers — footed the bill. 
The committee insists that Cor- 
bett and Meskill did some work, 
such as inspecting post offices 
on the island and looking into 
overtime pay problems of the 
U. S. Customs office located 
there. 


TAX LOOPHOLES 


Taxpayers sweating over in- 


come tax forms today might like 
to read a speech by Rep. Ber- 
tram PcVlell.theBrooklynDem- 
ocrat who replaced Abe Multer 
and his law firm in the House 
of Representatives. 


"Did you pay an average tax 


rate of 25 per cent of your in- 
come last year?" asked Po- 
dell. "Shed a tear, ungrateful 
wretch, for persecuted Shell Oil 
Co., which paid 13.1 per cent 
of $342,022,000 in 1967 in the 
form of federal taxes . . . 


Weep for Union oil Co., which 
paid 6.3 per cent tax. 


"Or how could we forget the 


terrible fate that overtook Get- 
ty Oil Co. In 1967? It earned 
$133,762,000 and paid 2.8 per 
cent In federal taxes. Shall we 
expand the food stamp pro- 
gram to include starving oil 
company executives and their 
ragged families, huddled in pit- 
iful groups on the Riviera and 
In the Caribbean?

One letter from a complain- 


ant in Pennsylvania declared; 
"The taxes I must pay amount 
to slavery. I earn this money by 
my sweat and stint." 
Strangely enough, however, 
there were some roses among 
the thorns for the hard-work* 
ing IRS collectors, who have 
to keep the federal government 
solvent. In fact, quite a number 
of laudatory letters came in. 
One, from a self-effacing tax- 
payer in Iowa, stated; 


"I have yet to experience the 


first instance of thoughtless- 
ness, unfairness or discourtesy 
on the part of the IRS. Quite 
the contrary, the taxpaying pub- 
lic has been treated to a type 
of gracious courtesty far be- 
yond what we deserve." 


Another, In Oklahoma, whose 
returns were audited the last 
two years, declared; "This was 
not an easy chore, in view of the 
things that I had heard about the 
IRS. A lot of this talk Is idle 
slander. I received very courte- 
ous and kind service both times. 
Maybe I will lose only five 
pounds the next time you audit 
me!"

say forces very very gloomy 
because it is just possible as 
it now stands that no New York 
political party, not the Demo- 
crats, not the Liberals, not the 
Republicans, not the Conser- 
vatives — will endorse Lindsay. 
Handling an incumbent that way, 
particularly an incumbent who 
has always fancied himself as 
presidentabili, Is a most seri- 
ous setback even to a modest 
vanity, which is less vanity that 
Mr. Lindsay possesses. Con- 
sider the situation at this writ- 
ing: 
Mr. Lindsay's problems with 
the Republican Party are or- 
ganic. They stem from a deep- 
rooted Ideological incompata- 
bility. John Lindsay's view of 
political 
affair 
has always 


been the view of a left-Demo- 
crat. (His ADA rating while in 
Congress 
was in the 80's). 


There have been left-Demo- 
crats who have been reelected 
triumphantly as mayor of New 
York, Robert Wagner being the 
best 
recent example of the 


breed; but they have been left- 
Democrats who, In the crunch, 
have taken Ideology rather less 
seriously than Mr. Lindsay has; 
men of affairs. 
Robert Wagner did a lot, ov- 
er the period of twelve years 
that he was mayor, to water 
the seeds of New York's diffi- 
culties — crime, drugs, mis- 
education, union power, over- 
spending. But one always had 
the feeling with Wagner that the 
city was getting worse year 
after year only because things 
were getting bad all over. To 
blame Wagner for It — the gen- 
eral public tended to think — 
somehow 
unfair, rather like 


blaming City Hall for summer 
heat and seasonal drought. 
Lindsay's tenuous hold over 


the Republican Party is illus- 
trated by the exiguous support 
he has gotten from New York 
City elected Republicans. There 
are 
twenty-five of these, and 


three-quarters of them have al- 
ready declared their support of 
the 
insurgent, Senator John 


Marchi. Only a single Republi- 
can 
official, incredibly, 
has 


come out for Lindsay; not, to 
be sure, counting himself. 


In the various 
boroughs it 


breaks down roughly as fol- 
lows. Queens has (the figures 
are rounded) 210,000 registered 
Republicans. The Marchi slate 
has been endorsed by the six 
elected state officials. These 
represent districts containing 
50% of the Queens County Re- 
publican enrollment and 20% of 
the total city enrollment. 


Brooklyn has 165,000 Republi- 
cans, the bulk of whom live In 
areas represented by Republi- 
cans. Every elected Republican 
in Brooklyn had endorsed the 
Marchi ticket excepting Vito 
Battlsta, who has endorsed him- 
self. 


In 
New York (Manhattan), 


Lindsay is strong with the 130,- 
000 
Republicans. 
However, 


there Is an anti-Lindsay pro- 
conservative tide running, as 
witness the defeat a year ago 
by Conservative Peter Hoguet 
of Herbert Brownell Jr., the 
Prince of Wales of Manhattan 
Republicanism. 


Staten Island has only 33,000 


Republicans but, of course, they 
are overwhelmingly for Mar- 


chi, the favorite son. 


Now Mr. Wagner will in fact 
not have altogether clear sail- 
ing. Among his opponents there 
is one (Mr. Carey) who will cut 
deeply into the Irish Catholic 
support Wagner has tradition- 
ally had; another (Mr. Procac- 
cino) who will cut Into the Ita- 
lian support; and a third (Mr. 
Scheuer) who will appeal to the 
Jewish vote. Worse still, the 
borough leaders are, many of 
them, as anti-Wagner as they 
were In 1961 when Wagner turn- 
ed 
against 
Tammany Hall. 


Wagner beat them then triumph- 
antly, but he ran as an Incum- 
bent. Now he comes In from 
what mey prove to have been a 
castle in Spain. 
Still, Wagner is a formidable 
campaigner and an old-time 
dreadnought. He will of course 
bid for the support of the Lib- 
eral Party, and it is widely 
assumed that Mr. Alex Rose, 
who is still strong in the Lib- 
eral Party, persuaded Wagner 
to come in and save the city 
from Rose's previous infatua- 
tion, Mr. Lindsay. 


The prospects for Mr. Lind- 
say are not, then, so very bright. 
In this respect he perfectly 
symbolizes New York City.

In a free society, citizens have 
the right to dissent, to express 
opposition to practices which 
they consider unjust. But wanton 
destruction of property, rifling 
of files, threatlng college pres- 
idents and faculty members is 
not valid protest. It is law- 
lessness and must not be toler- 
ated. 
I believe students who break 
the law should be treated as 
lawbreakers. There must be no 
shilly-shallying, no dilly-dal- 
lying, no deals, no amnesty 
granted. When we bow to the 
demands of the nihilists and 
reward criminal tactics, we 
encourage others to follow their 
lead. When we knuckle under to 
rioters who spit in the face 
of authority we are being unfair 
to students' who want to learn, 
to taxpayers and alumni who 
support these schools, and to the 
embattled faculty members and 


administrators who wind up at 
the mercy of roughnecks. 


Unless we take a firm stand 
against these anarchists, many 
of whom are not even students 
but professional troublema- 
kers, we will see an end to the 
university and the birth of fas- 
cism.

These 
"push- 


ers" 
can, 
in 


this way, sup- 
ply their own 
demands a n d 
f r e q u e n t - 
ly they are re- 
sponsible f o r 
starting t h e 


dependent feeling in t h e i r 
classmates. T h e s e sleeping 
pills can produce a sense of 
drowsiness which should alert 
teachers and parents to the 
fact that the child may be 
"on" something. 


The same peddlers of "goof 


balls" also peddle "pep pills," 
or amphetamines, which help 
to keep d r o w s y students 
awake. 
Before 
long, 
these 


youngsters taking barbiturates 
are caught in a trap of sleepi- 
ness to escape reality, only to 
be followed by the pep pills to 
keep awake. 


The use and abuse of these 


drugs Is exceedingly dangerous 
because of the body harm and 
personality changes they can 
induce. It is an admitted fact 
that "goof ball" and "pep pill- 
users are on the lowest rung 
of a ladder that leads to mari- 
juana and then frequently to 
hard narcotic addiction. 


Not until severe punishment 


is meted out to those immoral 
people who make these drugs 
available, 
can 
disaster be 


avoided in our young children. 
LSD, and any of these escapist 
drugs, are as easily purchased 
as a carbonated drink. Parents 
must be on the alert for any 
change of behavior if addic- 
tion to any drug is to be in-

terrupted before it perman- 
ently sets in.* * * 


Cirrhosis of the liver is one 


of the major penalties paid by 
people who drink large quan- 
tities of alcohol over an ex- 
tended period of time. It must 
be stated that cirrhosis is not 
limited to the alcoholic. Al- 
coholism is a disease that is 
no different from a chronic 
lung condition or diabetes. 


Cirrhosis is a degenerative 


process by which the liver cells 
are destroyed and replaced by 
functionless scar tissue. Since 
the liver plays a most impor- 
tant role in taking toxic sub- 
stances out of the blood, per- 
manent damage to it does in- 
surmountable damage to the 
rest of the body organs. There 
are, of course, other causes of 
cirrhosis but undoubtedly al- 
cohol is the major contributor. 
Obstruction of the outflow of 
bile, chronic infections, hepa- 
titis and some toxic metals 
may also cause cirrhosis. 


There is no guesswork about 


this disease. People may think 
they have cirrhosis but not un- 
til a complete series of tests 
are done on the liver, a so- 
called "liver profile," can the 
exact condition be determined. 


One of the most gratifying 


advances in medicine is that 
liver transplants and other 
operations are now available 
to people with advanced cir- 
rhosis. Successful as these 
operations can be, it is to the 
prevention of this disorder that 
energies should be devoted.

ly fighting its biggest guns on 
the underworld czars. 
President Nixon haa directed 
Internal Revenue to throw the 
full force of lta enforcement 
machinery Into the crackdown 
on crim e. In the past, IRS has 
concentrated on collecting tax­ 
es, not jailing racketeers who 
failed to pay them. Now, more 
emphasis has been ordered on 
convicting the Mafia chieftlans. 
Ever since Internal Revenue 
put A1 Capone behind bars, 
gangsters have been sweating 
over their tax returns. Since 
1961, for example, tax agents 
have been responsible for 60 
per cent of all federal convict­ 
ions against organized crime 
figures. 
Yet the underworld still re ­ 
mains a rich field for tax In­ 
vestigations. The tax agency's 
intelligence division estimates 
that 
the underworld collects 
more than $600,000 an hour in 
untaxed profits from illegal bets 
alone. The conservative esti­ 
mate 
Is 
that more than $20 
billion is wagered with the un­ 
derworld 
every year In thij 
country. Of this, an untaxed $7 
billion goes into the pockets of 
the racket bosses. 
The intelligence division also 
estim ates that organized crime 
each year takes in about $350 
million from narcotics, $350 
million 
from 
loan sharking, 
$225 million from prostitution 
and $150 million from bootleg­ 
ging. Most of these profits, 
too, are untaxed. 
These Illegal proceeds are 
difficult to trace, because they 
are handled in cash. Organi­ 
zed crim e violations also are 
on the Increase, which means 
the 
government 
is losing the 
fight against the crime syndi­ 
cates. But, hereafter, the for­ 
midable Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice will be devoting more of 
its energies to catching racke­ 
teers than hounding honest tax­ 
payers.

enough, 
however, 
there were some roses among 
the thorns tor the hard-work­ 
ing IRS collectors, who have 
to keep the federal govemmsnt 
solvent. In fact, quits a number 
of laudatory letters came In. 
One, from a self-effacing tax­ 
payer In Iowa, stated; 
“ I have yet to experience the 
first Instance of thoughtless­ 
ness, unfairness or discourtesy 
on the part of the IKS. Quite 
the contrary, the taxpaying pub­ 
lic has been treated to a type 
of gracious courtesty far be­ 
yond what we deserve.”

ENTER ROBERT WAGNER 
Robert Wagner’s decision to 
seek reelectlon as mayor of 
New York has made the Lind, 
say forces very very gloomy 
because it is just possible as 
it now stands that no New York 
political party, not the Demo­ 
crats, not the Liberals, not the 
Republicans, not the Conser­ 
vatives — will endorse Lindsay. 
Handling an incumbent that way, 
particularly an incumbent who 
has always fancied himself as 
presldentabill, is a most se ri­ 
ous setback even to a modest 
vanity, which is less vanity that 
Mr. Lindsay possesses. Con­ 
sider the situation at this w rit­ 
ing: 
Mr. Lindsay’s problems with 
the Republican Party are o r­ 
ganic. They stem from a deep- 
rooted 
ideological incompata- 
bllity. John Lindsay’s view of 
political 
affair 
has always 
been the view of a left-Demo­ 
crat. (His ADA rating while in 
Congress 
was in the 80’s). 
There have been left-Demo­ 
crats who have been reelected 
triumphantly as mayor of New 
York, Robert Wagner being the 
best 
recent example of the 
breed; but they have been left- 
Dem ocrats who, in the crunch, 
have taken Ideology rather less 
seriously than Mr. Lindsay has; 
men of affairs. 
Robert Wagner did a lot, ov­ 
er the period of twelve years 
that he was mayor, to water 
the seeds of New York’s diffi­ 
culties — crime, drugs, m is- 
educatlon, union power, over­ 
spending. But one always had 
the feeling with W agner that the 
city was getting worse year 
after year only because things 
were getting bad all over. To 
blame Wagner for It — the gen­ 
eral public tended to think — 
somehow 
unfair, 
rather like 
blaming City Hall for summer 
heat and seasonal drought. 
Lindsay’s tenuous hold over 


the Republican Party is illus­ 
trated by the exiguous support 
he has gotten from New York 
City elected Republicans. There 
are twenty-five of these, and 
three-quarters of them have al­ 
ready declared their support of 
the 
Insurgent, Senator John 
M archl. Only a single Republi­ 
can 
official, Incredibly, 
has 
come 
out for Lindsay; not, to 
be sure, counting himself. 
In the various 
boroughs it 
breaks down roughly as fol­ 
lows. Queens has (the figures 
are rounded)210,000 registered 
Republicans. The Marchi slate 
has been endorsed by the six 
elected state officials. These 
represent districts containing 
50% of the Queens County Re­ 
publican enrollment and 20% oí 
the total city enrollment. 
Brooklyn has 165,000 Republi­ 
cans, the bulk oí whom live In 
areas represented by Republi­ 
cans. Every elected Republican 
in Brooklyn had endorsed the 
Marchi ticket excepting Vito 
B attista, who has endorsed him - 
self. 
In 
New 
York 
(Manhattan), 
Lindsay is strong with the 130,- 
000 
Republicans. 
However, 
there is an anti-Lindsay pro­ 
conservative tide running, as 
witness the defeat a year ago 
by Conservative Peter Hoguet 
of Herbert Brownell Jr., the 
Prince of Wales of Manhattan 
Republicanism. 
Staten Island has only 33,000 
Republicans but, of course, they 
are overwhelmingly for M ar­ 


chi, the favorite son. 
Now Mr. Wagner will in fact 
not have altogether clear sail­ 
ing. Among his opponents there 
is one (Mr. Carey) who will cut 
deeply into the Irish Catholic 
support Wagner has tradition­ 
ally had; another (Mr. Procac- 
cino) who will cut into the Ita­ 
lian support; and a third (Mr. 
Scheuer) who will appeal to the 
Jewish vote. W orse still, the 
borough leaders are, many of 
them, as anti-Wagner as they 
were In 1961 when Wagner turn­ 
ed 
against 
Tammany 
Hall. 
W agner beat them then triumph­ 
antly, but he ran as an incum­ 
bent. Now he comes In from 
what m?y prove to have been a 
castle in Spain. 
Still, Wagner is a formidable 
campaigner and an old-time 
dreadnought. He will of course 
bid for the support of the Lib­ 
eral Party, and it is widely 
assumed that M r. Alex Rose, 
who is still strong in the Lib­ 
eral Party, persuaded Wagner 
to come in and save the city 
from Rose’s previous infatua­ 
tion, Mr. Lindsay. 
The prospects for Mr. Lind­ 
say are not, then, so very bright. 
In this respect he perfectly 
symbolizes New York City.

keep aw ake. 
The use and abuse of these 
drugs is exceedingly dangerous 
because of the body harm and 
personality changes they can 
induce. I t is an adm itted fact 
th a t “goof ball” and "pep pill” 
users are on the lowest rung 
of a ladder th a t leads to m ari­ 
ju an a and then frequently to 
hard narcotic addiction. 
N ot until severe punishm ent 
is m eted out to those imm oral 
people who m ake these drugs 
available, 
can 
disaster 
be 
avoided in our young children. 
LSD, and any of these escapist 
drugs, are as easily purchased 
as a carbonated drink. Parents 
must be on the alert for any 
change of behavior if addic­ 
tion to any drug is to be in- 


Cirrhosis of the liver is one 
of the m ajor penalties paid by 
people who drink large quan­ 
tities of alcohol over an ex­ 
tended period of tim e. I t m ust 
be stated th a t cirrhosis is not 
lim ited to the alcoholic. Al­ 
coholism is a disease th a t is 
no different from a chronic 
lung condition or diabetes. 
C irrhosis is a degenerative 
process by which the liver cells 
are destroyed and replaced by 
functionless scar tissue. Since 
the liver plays a m ost im por­ 
ta n t role in taking toxic sub­ 
stances out of the blood, per­ 
m anent dam age to it does in­ 
surm ountable dam age to the 
rest of the body organs. There 
are, of course, other causes of 
cirrhosis but undoubtedly al­ 
cohol is the m ajor contributor. 
O bstruction of the outflow of 
bile, chronic infections, hepa­ 
titis and some toxic m etals 
m ay also cause cirrhosis. 
There is no guessw ork about 
this disease. People m ay think 
they have cirrhosis b u t not un­ 
til a com plete series of tests 
are done on the liver, a so- 
called “liver profile,” can the 
exact condition be determ ined. 
One of the m ost gratifying 
advances in medicine is th a t 
liver 
tran sp lan ts 
and 
other 
operations are now available 
to people w ith advanced cir­ 
rhosis. 
Successful 
as 
these 
operations can be, it is to the 
prevention of this disorder th a t 
energies should be devoted.

Rio Vista over the next five 
months.

April land will continue through 
mid-September as part of the 
DFG*s accelerated management 
program to rehabilitate the king 
salmon resources of the Cen. 
tral Valley. 


Salmon runs had declined in 


recent years, causing serious 
concern for the future of this 
vital resource which contribut- 
es greatly to both sport and com. 
mercial salmon catches on the 
Pacific Coast. This year there 
was a slight increase in the 
spawning runs. 


Tests over the past few years

Fish Lift Planned To 
Boost Salmon Runs 
The California Department oí 
Fish and Game has launched a 
massive "fish-lift" to help 
young salmon down the Sacra­ 
mento River and bolster future 
runs of king salmon. 
DF G Director Ray Arnett said 
about 15 million fish—weighing 
167,000 pounds—will be hauled 
from state and federal hatcher­ 
ies in special fish planting 
trucks and released in the Sac- 
ramento-San Joaquin Delta near 
Rio Vista over the next five 
months. 
The program was started 
April 1 and will continue through 
mid-September as part of the 
DFC^ accelerated management 
program to rehabilitate the king 
salmon resources of the Ceiv 
tral Valley. 
Salmon runs had declined in 
recent years, causing serious 
concern for the future of this 
vital resource which contribut­ 
es greatly to both sport and com» 
mercial salmon catches on the 
Pacific Coast. This year there 
was a slight increase in the 
spawning runs. 
Tests over the past few years 
have shown that Sacramento 
River salmon finger lings truck­ 
ed downstream to the Delta for 
planting return in larger num­ 


bers than those planted at the 
hatfihery," said George Warrw 
er, chief of the DEC'S Anadro* 
mous Fisheries Branch. 
"Accordingly we are going to 
move fish downstream from 
Nimbus and Feather River Hat­ 
cheries, and the U.S. Bureau 
of Sport Fisheries and Wild­ 
life also has agreed to plant 
50 percent of the fingerlings 
from Coleman National Fish 
Hatchery downstream," 
he 
said. 
Warner said the downstream 
migration is a critical period 
for juvenile salmon, and down­ 
stream release will increase 
their survival and subsequent 
contribution to sport and com­ 
mercial salmon catches. Great­ 
er returns of adult salmon to 
the spawning grounds are also 
expected in the future. 
Apparently because of the 
amount of time they spend in 
their home stream waters at hat­ 
chery rearing ponds, the salmon 
which are trucked to release 
sites show just as strong a 
"homing instinct" when they 
return from the sea as those 
released at the hatchery. 
"We believe this program of 
raising salmon to the 90-to* 
the-pound size and trucking 


them downstream will do much 
to restore our salmon runs," 
W arner said. 
The biggest single day of the 
operation will be June 1, when 
15,000 pounds of fish from Cole­ 
man Hatchery will be trucked to 
Rio Vista for release. 
Of the total of 15 million fish, 
approximately nine million will 
be from the federal Coleman 
Hatchery and six million from 
the state-operated hatcheries 
at Oroville and Nimbus.
